FRE IN HIS BED 
CANT BE EXPLAINED 


Mysterious Blaze Puzzles Olive 
Street Man—Believed to Be 
Spontaneous Combustion. 


It is a mystery how Andrew Fundulakis’ 
bed, second-story front in Mrs. Anna Bur- 
ris’ rooming house at 23821 Olive street, 
caught fire at 1:30 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon. 

There was no fire in the room, Fundu- 
lakis left it at 6 o'clock in the morning.

scene. They put out the fire in the bed 
with damage to only the bed and the wall 
paper. 

ince then Fundulakis and Mrs. Burris 
have been trying vainly to solve the mys- 
tery of how the fire started. There is a 
flue hole in the wall over the bed, but 
‘Lis tightly closed and they say there was 
no possible chance for a spark to have 
dropped on the bed. It must have been 
spontaneous combustion; but what there 
was about Fundulakis’ bed to combust s0 
suddcnly puzz es him and his landlady.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec, 14.—Extraordi- 
nary precautions were taken by the fed- 
eral authorities to insure the safe arrival 
of Mrs. Chadwick in Cleveland, and after 
her luggage was deposited in the state- 
room, which she occupied, it was thor- 
oughly searched. Before the train left 
New York deputies went through every 
piece of baggage and took from Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s hand satchel a small pair of naj] 
scissors, harmless enough under ordinary 
cireumstances, but carrying all the de- 
weapon to 
the mind of the marshal under the prenent 
circumstances. 

“Keep these until you get to Cleveland, 
Jim,”’ sald the marshal as he handed the 
scissors to Deputy Marshal Kelker, who 
accompanied Mrs. Chadwick on the train. 

“And here, Joe,’’ called Henkel to Dep- 
uty Kumb, “put these in your bunk, but 
don’t let her have them under any cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

The marsha] handed him two flasks of 
whisky, which were concealed in the bot- 
tom of Freda’s hand satchel.

Her grandfather, Garnar, was in 
the fur trading business here with the 
Chouteaus, the La Valles, the St. Cyrs 
and other old French pioneers. 

“She took an early girlish interest in 
fortune telling and devoted her talent to 
the interpretation of cards. She used or- 
dinary playing cards as well as Spanish 
decks, and up to the last her customers 
included detectives, fortune seekers, matri- 
monially-inclined widows, speculators on 
‘Change and' business men who wanted to 
know the ,outcome of their investments. 

“Pashiénably attired young girls, and old 
ladies, too, used to be regular patrons of 
my mother. The young girls, of course, 
wanted to know about their beaux and their 
weddings. My mother claimed to combine 
mind-reading with her card reading, but 
it could not have been so difficult. 

“Business men, consulting her, came as 
a rule in carriages at night, but we do not 


know what success they had as the result 
of her advice further than that they gen- 
erally came again, 

“For fourteen years she had lived at 3138 
Brantner place. Previously she lived eleven 
years at Eleventh and Montgomery streets, 
and before that on the Olive street road 
near os 

‘Never in years’ experience as’ 
a reader of destinies did she read her own 
until last Thursday. She told me that the 
end was near, and described just how ghe 
wished to be dressed for burial, where she 
wished to be buried in Bethania Cemetery, 
and what division should be made of her 
things among her two ehi'dren. four grand- 
children and two great grandchildren.”

THE PROPOSED RAILROAD COURT. 

Few ontéide of the bond-holding class, and not all inside of it, 
will be heard to protest against the very practical measure 
for the control of railroad rates which is said to have the 
endorsement of President Roosevelt. It is not open to even 
the objection that it is a federal encroachment. Long ago, 
through the act creating the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the people ¢onteded the proposition that railroads were neces- 
sarily beyond the control of individual states and hence were 
a proper ¢harge of the government. But the Interstate Com- 
merce Comstnission has been a mefe stuffed club, formidable 
in appearance and painless in application. The influences which 
created it, a$ a concession to the outraged victims of railroad 
wrongs, intended that it should be harmless and powerless. 
The policy now outlined at Washington proposes, first, to give 
virility and power to the commission, by giving to its decrees 
in rate matters all of the force and stability of a court order; 
by putting upon the railroads, instead of upon the people, the 
expense and the burden of going into court and attacking 
rates thus established; and finally, by establishing a very sim- 
ple court, consisting of one justice in each of the nine federal 
districts of the country, before which the complaining corpora- 
tions may present their cases. The provision that both polit- 
ical parties shall be represented in the appointments, and that 
the judges shall hold for life, are admirable, in that they consti- 
tute evidence that there is not a partisan purpose back of the 
plan, and a guarantee that the judges will not be open to po- 
litical influences.

During a time when all organized meth- 
eds of public gambling were suppressed by 
law and treated as felonies, St. Louls con- 
tributed in many ways te tat general 
progress which made Missouri one of the 
first states of the country in live stock. 

To this eminence of the state, organized 
gambling in St. Louis or out of it in no 
way contributed. 

It was only after the results had been 
henestly obtained that a depraved purpose 
began to operate,through a depraved law, 
passed by corrupt methods, to attach this 
reproach of organized gambling to the live- 
stock interests of the state on the pretense 
that they are thus “fostered.’’ 

It is now said,of course, that those who 
are opposed to using a fine horse as a pub- 
ic gaming device, are opposed to fine 
horses. and hence to all livestock and 
hence to ‘‘prosperity.”

LAWS AS TO COST OF LIVING. 


Rev. Edward Everett Haie, lecturing In 
Philadelphia on to Regulate Ex- 
penses” and “How to Dress,” said Engel 
had studied expenses and 
three laws are: 

1. That the greater the tncome of any 
person or family, the smaller the relative 
percentage of the outlay for subsistence. 

2. That the percentage of expense for 
clothing is approximately the same, what- 
ever the income. 

3. That the percentage of outlay for 
lodging, rent, fuel or light is invariably 
the same. whatever the income. 

As to the clothing there must be a de- 
cent regard for the opinions of man- 
kind along with a determination not to 
be wholly subservient to them. The cost 
of clothing to the workman is from 7 
per cent. to 19 per cent. of his income, 
the average in Massachusetts being 16 
per cent. In Germany the average is 1B 
per cent and lilinots 21. 

Then there is the question of how much 
much of one’s Income to devote to other 
people in the social life. That must de- 
pend on a person's own consciousness and 
circumstances. There is also the prob- 
lem of contributions to charity.

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AS OTHERS SEE US. 
The Boston Globe is pleased to say the 
following pertinent and nice things about 
St. Louis and her future: 
The Louisiana’ Parchase Exposition went 
out of existence a week ago. The great 
show closed its dors. The city which for 
seven months had held a place of distinc- 
tion above all others, to which pilgrims by 
the million were attracted from all over 
the world, dropped at once irto its normal 
condition 
This happened seven days ago. The reac- 
tion ought to have set in before this, if 
pessimistic predictions are to be fulfilled. 
The sudden descent from the height of 
celebrity to the commonplaces of ordinary 
existence, from excitement to. serenity, 
ought to produce effects quickly discernible. 
But nothing of the sort is apparent. On 
the contrary, so far from exhausting the 
spirit of the community, the great Fair 
seems to have encouraged and strengthened 
it. There is no ‘‘morning after’ following 
of celebrity. The relaxation 
| 
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|of the strain has not left the people of the 
municipality of St. Louis weakened or 
Shaken. It finds them ‘rather stronger, 
more vigorous, than before, with quickened 
ambitions and more zealous purposes, 

Unquestionably this is a variation from 
the experiences of other cities which have 
indulged in the luxury of a world’s fair. 
Usually a period of lassitude has followed 
the season of strenuous excjtement. But 
woe read that the establish commercial! 
interests in St. Louis today congratulate 
themselves upon a large and substantial 
financial gain; that no untoward disturb- 
ance in the current of business has been 
caused; that the productive influence of 
the great Fair continues after the Fair 
itself has gone among the things of the 
past. 

What is the reason of it? Broadly speak- 
ing, it is due to the fact that St. Louis 
went into the World's Fair enterprise con- 
servatively, rationally. There was no at- 
tempt to make it a “boom” for this or 
that interest. There was no unnatural de- 
velopment undertaken or even planned. In- 
dividuals and the municipality joined gen- 
erously in financing the great show, but 
they did not look for their reward in spec- 
ulative form. As a matter of record, there 
were fewer brick buildings put up in Bt. 
Louis in 1908 than In other preceding pe- 
riods; there was no spasmodic increase in 
the value of real estate; there was no 
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rush to take advantage of the situation 
by an expansior of investments. In short, 
the St. Louls people did not “plunge” on 
the World's Fair. 

As a consequence, now that 8t. Louis 
sctiles down after thé Fair Is over, there 
is no drop, no depression. The city wakes 
up from the dream of the Exposition year 
to find that few capital by the tens of 
millions has been coming into the city for 
permanent investment in manufacturing 
piants, that the output of the year is 
largely increased, that general business 
today shows a marked improvement. 

And with all this comes the confidence 
born of the demonstration before all the 
world of the commanding position held by 
St. Louls with respect to the trade of the 
great Southwest and the continental move- 
ment of population. It ts a spur to ambition, 
an incentive to effort. St. Wbouis already 
sees herself a metropolis, with a better 
title to all the distinction which that name 
implies than many of her Eastern sister 
cities. The great Exposition is not a spasm, 
but an Incident of co-ordinate development. 

St. Louis has suffered nothing, but has 
gained much by the Fair.
